All his business 
was transacted in a basement of his 
own house, in which were several 


safes. The theory in regard tothe 
murder is that a carefully planned 
robbery had been arranged. It was 
known during the first part of each 
month that large sums of money, the 
proceeds from the rent of Sneli’s 
houses, and it is believed that the 
burglars effected an entrance to the 
houses and were at work at a safe when

Stewart's Mineral Bill. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—On motion of 
Stewart, the Senate bill to authorize 
the sale to aliens of certain mineral 
lands, wastaken up. It amends the 
alien Law Act of the 3d of March, 
1887, by providing that that Act shall 
not relate to or affect the title to min- 
eral lands or mining claims in the ter- 


ritories. Stewart explained and advo- 
cated the bill which, he said, would 
be entirely satisfaviory. He stated 
that more movey was expended, 
probably, in developing mines 
than was taken out of them. It 
made no difference to miners and 
mining communities whether the cap- 
ital employed was foreign or native. 
The object of the bill was to restore 
the law as it had stood for the last 
thirty years, in regard to mineral 
lands, 

Mitchell spoke in favor of the bill, 
aud had read a communication in 
support of it from the dele- 
gate of the Territory of Mon- 
tana. Mitchell added that the bill 
had the recommendation of the Gov- 
ernors of all the Territories, with one 
exception.

BAKER'S PATAL LEAP. 


The Kentuck “Management Cen- 
The Coroner's inquest into the 
cause of the death of Thomas 
Baker, who was killed in the Ken- 
a| tuck shaft last Saturday, elicited 
the following facts, which we ab- 


Ap inquest was held yesterday by 
ex Gfiicio Coroner Kehoe at Gold 
Hill into the circumstances of the 
death of Thomas Baker, killed in 
the Kentuck mine February 4. 

The testimouy disclose] that 
Baker’s leap from the cage deck 
was unquestionably made to save 
his life, as he feared the cage would 
be run into the sheaves, it being 
between six and seven feet above 
the landing at the shaft’s mouth 
when he jumped from the deck 

In leaping it is surmised Baker 
struck the cross-bar in front of the 
shaft with his feet, instead of clear- 
ing itas he intended. This threw 
bim inside of the bar and be was 
balanced tor several seconds on the 
two feet of space intervening be- 
tween the iuside of the bar and the 
shaft collar, trying to save himself 
from falling into the terrible abyss 
below. He ciung there long enougb 
to admit of the men on the cage 
deek shouting: to him to hold on 
until they could come to bis rescue. 

Just as men reached the mouth 
of the shaft, poor Baker’s strength 
gave out and he plunged head first 


iog his he id on two heavy planks 
laid across the top of the shaft— 
whieh broke under his weight—and 
his bedy passed through the shat- 
tered timbers and landed in the 
bottom of. the muddy sump, where 
it was found with the upper part ot 
the head down to the chin crushed 
to ajelly and nearly separated from 
the trunk. One of the legs was 
also broken. In ‘plunging down- 
ward one of the deceased’s shoe 
heels was torn off by coming in 
contact with timbers at the 500 
station. 

The jury after considerable dis- 
eussion returned a verdict of which 
the following isthe substance: De- 
ceased came to his death February 
4, through being hoisted six or 
seven feet above the landing at the 
Keutuck shaft’s mouth. Alarmed 
at the prospect of being boisted 
in the sbeaves he jumped for safety, 
and by so doing fell in the shaft. 

Miners censure the management 
of the Kentuck severely for the 
accident. They allege that the 
light in the hoisting works is too 
dim, due to parsimony in not pro- 
viding a sufficient number of lamps 
to enable the engineer to see the 
cage-cable and sbaft’s mouth clear- 
ly from his post at the throttle 
valve of the hoist engine. They 
claim further that ifa top carman 
had been employed and at his post 
when the men were comiug up the 
shaft, Baker’s leap would not have 
proved fatal, as the crossbar would 


landed safely on the hoisting works 
floor.

They have thousands of acres of 
irrigable land and soon will have 
it all under ditch and seeded to 
tame grass or wet so as to propuce 
a large crop of the famous Laramie 
plains blue-stem. The Boomerang 
speaks as follows of a recent im- 
provement: “The Ione Land and 
Cattle Company have just com- 
pleted the big dam over the river 
at their ranch, about thirty miles 
north of this city. They put in 


nine cribs, containing about 60,000 


pounds of stone ballast and the 
structure is of a substantial char- 
acter which will defy washouts for 
all time to come, They have also 
one of the biggest ditches, if not 
the largest, in the Territory, a reg- 
ular canal, sixteen feet wide at the 
bottom, and they will be well fixed 
for irrigating their valuable lands 
next season.”—[Cheyenne Journal. 


Scientific Press.] 

Two samples were experimen ted 
with by a Government chemist. 
One was frozen slowly, the other 
quickly, and afterwards partially 
thawed: In the former case, the 
ice contained the greater part of 
the fat and theliquid portion most 
of the casein, milk-sugar, and salts. 
In the quickly frozen and partially 
thawed sample, the fat was equally 
distributed between the solid and 
fluid portions. The author ex- 
plains this by the fat globules ris- 
ing to the top when the process of 
freezing is gradual, They thus 
become embedded in the flakes of 
ice, while in quickly frozen sam- 
ples this cannot take place, and the 
fat is more evenly distributed. If 
a dealer whose milk has been 
frozen pours off the clear fluid 
which underlies the ice, he is liable 
to the suspicion of adulteration on 
the one hand or will deliver milk 
above the standard on the other. 
Milk which has been frozen should 
be well thawed and shaken up and 
not sold while any ice is visible, 


THE story comes from Texas of 
great loss of sheep from the late 
terrible storms, In one instance it 
is related that the storm com- 
menced with rain and a flock of 
eight hundred sheep laid down at 
evening upon the muddy ground; 
during the night the weather turn- 
ed cold, froze the sheep by their 
wool to the earth, and being un- 
able to rise or change their position 
the whole band perished. The 
weather has been cold enough to 
justify a belief in that sort of a 
story, but it is warmer now and 
we confess some difficulty in tak- 
ing it all in. Nevertheless it is 
true that wet storms are much 


more trying to stock than dry ones 


which are marked by a great de- 
gree of cold. Good groves afford 
very fair shelter so long.as the 
weather remains dry, but when 
the cold rains come, and every 
branch and twig is dripping with 
ice water and animals are saturated 


to the skin, they feel sadly in need 
of shelter more efficient than that 


afforded by the groves. And as 
‘such storms usually last for days, 


and at certain seasons succeed each 


other closely, there is a great loss 
of condition in all exposed stock.
